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General Remarks upon the Weather during 1849. 


There was an intensely hot wind on Saturday, the 27th of January, which continued 
throughout the night, and until the afternoon of Sunday, when the atmosphere was relieved 
by a violent thunder-storm and heavy rain. During the continuance of this hot wind the 
Thermometer stood in the shade as high as 105°. 


It was the only one of any note throughout the year. 


The principal feature in the weather during 1849 was the unusual quantity of Rain 
which fell—considerably more than has yet been registered in any year since the establish- 
ment of the Observatory in 1840. It has entirely contradicted the assumption (which the 
observations of previous years had warranted) of the alternation of wet and dry seasons. 
The months of May, July, and November were particularly distinguished ; and in the latter 
month alone there were 9 inches of rain—a very unusual monthly quantity for this climate. 
The mean temperature of November is below the average, owing to the constant wet, cold 
weather: and at Midsummer—viz. on the 23rd of December—Mount Wellington was 
completely covered with snow, extending down to the low hills in its vicinity. The weather 
during the night of the 22nd of December, and morning of the 23rd, was as severe and 
inclement as during any day in Mid-winter.
